paid in Evropeto what we call sanitation. 
India, however, suffered very 
much from Plagne during the last 
twelve years and more than foor million 
deaths from this disease have occurred 
there during the past five years, we 
js because the houses 
ot properly built in India and it 
will teke many yesrs before that country 
is able to get rid of this disease. 
People bave known for many bun- 
dreds of years that rats had eometbing 
to do with outbreaks of Plsgoe, but it 
is only during the past few years tbat 
we have discovered that the greatest 
danger o man coroes from the fleas 
hich the rat carries about with him.

Now how are you gciog to keep rats 
ont of your bonuses? You most see 
tbat the concrete which the landlord 
pot down op the gronad finor ix not 
broken—so that rats can come np 
through the floor into the hinse. You 
mast see that there are no holes or 
broken places in the walls cf your honses| 
becanse rats will come through very 
small holes to look for food in the 
boure. You mnat do without ceilings 
in your houses because the rate are very 
fond of making nests between the floor 
aod the ceiling where it is dark and 
where they cannot be disturbed by cats 
or by the children in the house. You 
most not any or 
places where rabbieb is collected and 
not moved perbaps for weeks, because 
rata like to be io the dark and like 
to make their nests in bundles of 
rubbish and do not like to be disturbed. 
‘Then you must remember that rat~ 
generally come out of their holes and 
barrow at night to seek for food and 
shey kaow very well that if they can 
get into your house they are sure to 























it 
with Plague and perhaps die, 
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fiod some food there, so they try to 
come into the honse by climbing up the 
pipes—that is why you must cee that 
all the cpenings for the drains and 
pipes bave got iron gratings so that 
a rat cannot equeeze through them. 

Here in Hongkong the Exroprans 
do not get Plagoe because they look 
after these things in their houses and if 
the Chinere will look after these things 
they will not get Plague. 

it is very easy for you to remember 
that if you see any place in your house 
where a rat can get in, you must stop 
it op or ark a Sanitary Inspector to 
stop it op for you—aod don't forget 
that it is po nse to slop up any rat 
oles with a piece of wood because a rat 
will bite through that very soon. You 
most stop op the rat holes with cement 
aud some broken glase, and you must 
see that all the cpenioge for the drains 
‘and where the dirty water rans away 
bave got iron grotinge that = rat cannot 
get through, but which the dirty water 
‘can easily get throngh, 

‘That is all you have got to do to 
keep away Plague from your houses.

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Armed Robberies by Foreign House- 
boat Lowdahs.— A new method of armed 
robbery has, eo far, been nipped in the 
bud by the arrest’ and conviction of 
certain foreign houseboat lowdabhs who 
operated ontside Settlement limite, 
There is some doubt whether the arms 
used by the lowdahs were those of the 
foreign boueel owners which bad 
been left in charge of the lowdabs on 
the boats. In any case, there is n0 
uncertainty that the lowdabs were mak- 
ing use of their position as such in order 
to obtain the neceesary small sampans 
‘and arms to carry out the robberies. 

‘Another case of a less grave natare
